I told him that, although I did not know Dave Bell
very well, I had been most favorably impressed with him in the very few
dealings I had had with him personally when he was Director of the Bureau
of the Budget. I added that I thought they would be most fortunate to get
Dave Bell as their new President. With regard to Bob Amory, I said that I
thought he would also make an excellent President of the University. He has
been a professor at Harvard, he handles himself well in academic circles
and situations, and I think that he is a good manager and would indeed do
well as a university president. I also volunteered that I thought he might be
more readily available than Dave Bell,
